TRANSFUSION 


By the Doctor 


Broo transfusion technique has changed a_ great 
deal. It Is very different now from whnot it was 


before the war. 

Before the war it was necessary to have an indi- 
vidual of the correct blood group present, take the blood 
and give it to the patient, all ina matter of a few hours. 

Now blood of known groups 
Ja stored In bottles at freezing 
point. So long no It is used with- 
In three weeks of taking, trona- 
fuslon la merely n matter of In- 
rerting a needc Into na vein, 
connecting It to the bottle, and 
nQowing blood to flow at tho 
rate of sixty drops a minute. 

It won in 1902) that Land- 
ntelner discovered that there 
were four different groups of 
blood. Tho importance of these 
lica In the fact that should a 
person receive blood from the 
wrong group the red cehs are 
rapidly destroyed. This resulta 
in pmiplinttons, breathlessness, 
ahivering, pains In the chest, 
kidney trouble and sometimes 
death, 

More recently another factor 
called Rh haa been — found, 
Eighty-four percent of people 
have this factor and are Rh 
ponitive, the remninder ure Rh 
negaiive. 

This tn of particular signif. 
cance whero childbirth In con- 
cerned, For it 2 Rh negative 
mother has o child by a Rh 
positive father it may cause pro- 
duction of a substance in the 
blood = giving riso fatal 
jnundico dincasc “new- 
born. 

But recentiy a new trealment 
hoa been discovered enlled “re- 
placement transfusion." 

Four Dutch doctors have just 
described their work In connec- 
tion with this discasc of the 
new-born. They took ail the 
blood away from children suf- 
fering from St and replaced it 
with beod of the correct Rh 
group. Mortality rate dropped 
significantly. 

Replacement transfusion has 
piso. been ued in those rare 
cnses of blood discuse known as 
“leukaemia.” 

A French girl tast month had 
120 pints from 180 different 
people In 12 days. In England o 


replacement transfusion haa 
been given to a girl of 12. But 
at such ages it ia very uncom- 
mon. Blood ia removed at ap- 
proximnateéy the samo rote aa it 
is given.
